SECURES SITE’ FOR ‘HOP’ 


Airdrome on Le Marchant 
Road, St. John’s.

ST, JOHN'S,’ N. “F., May 30:—The 
Vickers expedition has found an afr- 
drome at last. Captain John Alcock, 
who is to pilot the Vimy bomber on the

Clyde Steamship Co. Announces

The Clyde Steamship Company an- 
nounced yesterday that commencing on 
June 7 its New York to Philadelphia 
line would be suspended indefinitely. H. 
H. Raymond, President of the Clyde 
Steamship Company. said last night that 


the same reasons, namely high operatin 
costs and inefficiency of labor, cause 
the further curtailment of service, as in 
February, when the New York to Mobile 
and Tampa line, in operation for six- 
teen years; the New York to Wilming- 
ton and Georgetown line, in operation 
for thirty years, and the Philadelphia 
and Norfolk line, with a record of fifty 
years, were discontinued.

DR. ROBERT B. FULTON DEAD 


Ex-President of National Associa- 
tion of State Universities. 


Dr. Robert Burwell Fulton, for many 
years-one of the best known-/and most 
active educators in the South, died sud- 
denly Thursday of heart disease at the 
Hotel Lorraine, Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
fifth Streets, where he and Mrs. Fulton 
had made their home since Dr. Fulton's 
retirement a year ago as superintendent 
of the Miller School in Virginia. Dr. 
Fulton’s three children, H. R. Fulton, 
Lieut. Commander Gariand Fulton and 
Mrs. G. R. Latture, have. arrived from 
Washington to attend ne funeral serv- 
ag Interment wil be in: Washington, 


Dr. Fulton was born in. Sumter Coun- 
ty... Alabama, April 5, 1849, and.was 
graduated from: the University of Mis- 
sissippi witn the first nonors of his class 
with the A. B. degree in 1869. Three 
zoome later he received the A. M. degree 

the same university. Later the 
honorary d of LL.D. was conférred 
by his alma mater and the University 
ob Nashville, South Caroli _ College and 
University ‘of Alabama. or thirty-five 
years he was connected with the Uni- 
versity of. Mississippi, nning in 1871 
as assistant professor of: physics and 
astronomy. He became professor in 1875 
and continued in this post untif 1892, 
when he was made Chancellor. After 
serving as Chancellor for fourteen years 
he work to Virginia as superintendent 
of the Miller School. 

Dr. Fulton was President of the 
Southern Educational Association in 
1899, and was President of the Depart- 
ment of Higher Education of that or- 
ganization in 1 1904. and 1905. He 
was also President of. the Department 
of #iigher Education of -the National 
Educational Association in 1898, and 
was Sar a ag of the National Associa- 
ition of State Universities from 1896 to 
1903. He was a Fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science and a-member of. the Royal So- 
ciety of Arts of England. 

As_a writer on educational, scientific 
and historical subjects, Dr. Fultoh was 
widely known. - He was also well known 
as a public speaker. Since 1914 Dr. 
Fulton. had: been a trustee of the Miller 
Fund of the University of Virginia.

He had been associated with the cot- 
ton business for’ more than sixty years;

first President and holding office until 
1870; when the present Cotton Exchange 
was formed. e was Vice-president of 
the Exchange for six years, President 
for two years and a member’ of 
Board of Managers for twenty years. 
Upon his retirement from the Exchange 
in. 19008, he was honored by having the 
privilege of the floor extended to him 
for life. He. was known as _ the 
** father ’’ of the Exchange. 

Captain Wenman helped to form the 
Gulick Guards in 1843, which was called 
the best drilled company in the First 
Division, National Guard Regiment. He 
joined the 7th Regiment in. 1856, served 
six. years, and was then a veteran of 
that regiment: In 1876_he joined the 
Old Guard, and marched in every 
parade for many years. 

He was shortstop on the Knicker- 
bocker-. team, the first baseball club or- 

nized in New York. He was a Free 
Kiason for seventy-two years, and was 

‘or many years Vice. President of the 
Exempt Firemen's Association. Captain 
Wenman was particularly active as a 
member of the committee of the Old 
Guard and the Exempt Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation in arranging for the welcomes 
to the Twenty-seventh Division ‘from 
overseas. He was also a member of 
the. John A. Dix Post, G. A. R. 


HOLIDAY CROWD IN CRASH. 


Twelve Persons Hurt as One Trolley 
Hits Another. 


Two trolley cars of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, one of them crowded with per- 
sons homeward botind from Coney 
Islahd, crashed into each other at Twen-= 
ty-fifth Avenue an Harway Place, 
Brooklyn, shortly after 11 o'clock last 
night. The passengers were thrown to 
the floors of the two. cars and twelve 
of them were injured seriously enough 
to require the attendance of a physician.

The accident occurred at 
a cross switch, where the Bay Ridge 
Avenue car hit the second trolley in the 
centre. <A hurry call was sent to the 
Coney Island Hospital for ambulances, 
Most of those injured received cuts from 
flying glass’ or ‘ruises from . being 
thrown off their feet. Three passengers 
were removed to the hospital.
